The  advantages  of  immunisation  of  children  cannot  be 
loo  strongly  emphasised  and  I hope  parents  will  have  their 
children  immunised  against  diphtheria  when  they  reach  the 
age  of  one  year  which  is  carried  out  at  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Clinic. 

During  che  post  war  period  one  of  the  first  priorities 
to  .e  kept  in  mind  must  be  housing,  this  district  like  most

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  annual  report  on  the  various 
services  administered  by  the  Health  Department  of  the  Urban  District 
in  accordance  with  Circulars  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Public  Cleansing. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  and  trade  refuse  has  been 
carried  out  in  a systematic  regular  manner  throughout  the  year. 


The  salvage  of  waste  materials  continued  during  the  year.
